UTM has $100,000 remaining

Watkins said the deadline 
for spending the money is in 
August of next year but added 
that most of that has been 
obligated 

"If there is any left over we 
have to turn it back so we are 
going to make sure that it is all 
spent," he said

60 per cent of the athletic

The athletic budget also 
finances basketball, baseball, 
golf, tennis and wrestling 
Paynter said such athletic 
teams as women's sports and 
the gymnastics team were

"We re spending more on 
the athletic program, 
Paynter said. but the 
program has changed very 
little In other words, we 
haven't added anything to it in 
the past three years, but 
inflation has caused the costs 
of the program to rise For one 
thing, the increased distances 
that the football team now 
travels has caused our ex 
penses to increase 

Paynter said roughly 
$200,000 of the athletic budget 
this year is in grant in aids 
and that private donations 
hopefully would account for 


Guilty plea 
heard by 
new court

Two male defendants 
pleaded guilty to a charge of 
violations of University policy 
and regulations at the first 
Student Court hearing of the 
quarter Tuesday night 
Each received a sentence 
which denied them visitation 
rights to female dorms during 
open house and will not allow 
them to have female visitors 
in their rooms during open 
house for the rest of the 
quarter 

The two defendants were 
tound m an Atrium Court 
bedroom at 12:45 a m Sunday 
morning, forty five minutes 
after the close of open house, 
according to testimony Each 
stated that he was not aware 
of the time or the hours of open 
house at Atrium, or the policy 
of registering at the lobby 
before going to a suite 
Safety and Security was 
notified that two males were 
present in an Atrium suite, 
and upon investigation, the 
two defendants were found in 
the bedroom of a sophomore 
coed The defendants were 
escorted from the dorm 
without any trouble, ac 
cording to testimony

In recent years, the U S. Supreme Court 
and numerous other courts in this nation 
have sought to clarify what specific rights a 
young adult retains after entering a 
university. 

As a result of many of these decisions, 
there has been a growing number of in¬ 
stances where the courts have found 
university administrators patently negligent 
in assuring the students’ constitutional 
rights are maintained. 

On several recent occasions the UTM 
administration has taken positions against 
the students of questionable con¬ 
stitutionality. On other occasions the ad¬ 
ministration has not stepped in and taken a 
positive action to assure that students’ rights 
are protected 

On those occasions when the ad¬ 
ministration was challenged by students, it 
has gone scurring to the waiting arms of the 
UT lawyers at Knoxville. From the lawyers 
have emerged a continous spewing of 
memorandas to support the University’s 
position. There is no quarrel with this func¬ 
tion because the lawyers are paid for that 
service. 

What should be questioned, however, is 
that when students question a policy of the 
administration, just how neutral should 
lawyers remain. 

It is proper for the lawyers to protect the 
system in its legal fights with those who are 
not a part of it, as any lawyer would defend 
his slient. However, when the dispute comes 
to a question between the administration and 
the student body, one must question why the 
administrator’s position seems to receive 
more attention than that of students. After 
all, the students are part of the University 
and it is assumed the lawyers are suppose to 
represent all of the University equally. 

The salaries of the lawyers are paid 
partially out of student fees and partially out 
of state revenues. All student pay fees and 
either directly or indirectly pay taxes, which 
in turn are apportioned to various categories 
of state revenue-including salaries for UT 
lawyers. 

One may argue that students who disagree 
with the University's position can hire their 
own lawyers. This arrogant attitude is in¬ 
valid on two counts. 

On the one hand, the administration is 
saying that students are a part of the 
University when it is what the University 
and those that make its policy wants. 

But a more practical problem would be 
finding a lawyer who would be willing to 
affront the University system. A lawyer 
from the American Civil Liberties Union 
admitted recently that he would be foolish to 
put his job on the line to go against a state 
university. 

The Pacer is aware of some criticism 
about the attention that it has given in recent 
weeks to the controversy over whether the 
X-rated cartoon, “Fritz the Cat” will be 
shown on campus next quarter. However, to 
those who have critized on this point, it 
should be pointed out in the strongest terms thrilled beyond 
possible that an arbitrary decision to cancel 
the film before it is even viewed in a clear 
infringment upon the students’ rights. 

University lawyers have stated their 
position, which is within the scope of their 
job. However, when the lawyer stated in his 
letter that he felt his interpretation would 
generate the least among of negative public 
reaction, he ceasea being a lawyer and 
started being a public relations man 
It would be far better for the lawyers to 
realize they serve the University-all the 
University, and that includes the students. 


But that is like tellina a Chess Club 
slave that he should be 
grateful to be counted as Intervarsity 
free manone day out of the 
week. 

To put it in proper per¬ 
spective, it can be said that on 
the one hand off-campus 
students can enjoy all the 
rights which are inherently 
guaranteed them, ie: the 
freedom of movement and 
unrestrictive behavior insofar ^ Fashl0n ^

At a university where good intentions 
rarely get beyond the state of intent into 
action, it is refreshing when a change is 
made to the definite advantage of the 
student. The extension of check cashing 
hours at the University Center information 
desk should be recognized as a great im¬ 
provement over past circumstances and a 
step forward for the University. 

The change in hours now allows students to 
cash checks from 8 a.m. until 9 p.m. Monday 
through Saturday and 1-9 p.m. on Sunday. 
Although in itself a fairly minor decision, it 
is one that does affect the majority of the 
students. 

It is regrettable that the students had to 
wait this long before the decision was made. 


Nevertheless, it is a welcomed improvement 
over the hours that existed, even at such a 
late date. 

Although this change does alleviate a 
number of problems, the situation could be 
improved even further if provisions were 
made for checks to be cashed by the other 
businesses in the center. It would not seem 
unreasonable to ask that checks be cashed at 
the cafeteria for a limited amount, at least 
after the check cashing service has closed. 

Of course, there is always room for im¬ 
provement in the check cashing situation 
along with all of the other student services. It 
is good, however, to see that progress is 
sometimes made, even if it is a very slow 
process.

Leading up to his in¬ 
volvement in radio, James 
noted, was his participation in 
the theatre. He said he was 
half-way through a business 
administration course at 
Wayne State Unversity and 
never really liking it a lot.” 
James remembered, “I 
showed up for a school play. I 
liked the action. I liked the 
people." 

“I started hanging around 
the theatre all the time,” 
James said. He continued to 
act in summer stock, but 
eventually turned to 
producing. "As time goes on, I 
get turned on a little more by 
producing," he said. James 
has produced two off- 
Broadway plays, starring 
in one with Milt Kamen. He 
said reviewers killed the 
chance of that play reaching 
Broadway.

$100,000 remains

There has been a rash of fire 
extinguisher thefts from 
University Courts, according 
to Ted Council, assistant 
director of Safety and 
Security.
